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SKETCH 


T is only the student of the Vice- 
torian era,-its literature, its poli- 
tical history and its social and 
religious mverments who can 
adequately. realize how great and 
important a man to the Empire and 
the world at large was the late Prof. 
Goldwin Smith, who for nearly forty 
years made his home in Ganada. And; 
as is common in such cases, he was 
perhaps more fully appreciated 


abroad than ip the land of his adop- 
tion. 

Genius and indefatigable study soon 
brought him to the front as a scholar. 


In 1842 he gained the Hertford schol- | 
in 1845 that | 


arship for Latin, and 
founded by Dean Irelanti-for Latin 
and Greek. In the latter year he 
graduated as bachelor of arts, taking 
first class honors in classics, and win- 
ning the Chancellor’s prize for Latin 
verse. He subsequently proceeded to 
the degree of master of arts. Other 
prizes and scholarships that he won 
‘were: Chancellor’s prize for Latin es- 
Say, 1846, and for the English essay. 
1847. In the same year he was honor. 
ed by being elecied at the early agu 
of 24 a fellow of University College, 
of which institution he became tutor 

He was also subsequently elected an 
honorary fellow of Oriel College anc 
of University College. In 1847 he was 
called to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn, 
but never practiced. 

He was deeply interested in the agi- 
tation for the repeal of the Corn 
Laws, was a co-worker with Bright 
and Cobden and was in the thick of 
the famous battle of long ago. For 
some years prior to his death he had 
been the sole survivor of the original 
Free Trade League, which numbered 
among its leaders Bright and Cobden 
and Charles Pelham Villiers. 

“I am one of the last leaves left 
fluttering on that tree,” said Mr. 
Smith receatly, ‘‘and I am not asham- | 
ed of the tree on which I grew.” 


KING EDWARD HIS PUPIL. 


In 1858 he attained what he recent- 
ly described as ‘the ambition of his | 
life,”” when he was appointed regius 
Licevenggstl of modern history at Oxford, 
which position he held until 1868, and

clamation.”” These, of course, were 


widely read in the north, and when | 


their author visited America in the 
following year on a lecturing tour he 
was received with great enthusiasm. 
He visited the federal army in camp 
and field, and met President Lincoln 
and other great leaders of the north.

It happened that Andrew D. White, 
first president of Cornell University, 
was on a visit to England in 1868, and 
while there had an interview with 
Mr. Smith, who, having no special 
employment, gladly accepted the invi- 
tation of Mr. White to help him in the 
foundation of Cornell University, 
which was established for the special 
benefit of poor students at Ithaca, 
N.Y. The university opened on Oct, 
7, 1868, with a student roll of 412. Mr. 
Smith’s department was English and 
constitutional history. He was a 
member of the faculty to the end of 
bis life. The new university beir 
pearly supplied with books, Dr. Smith 
quietly sent home to England for his 
collection of 10,000 volumes, which he 
presented on their arrival to Cornell. 

After three years at Ithaca, the uni- 


versity having been established, he 
came to Poronto, where there were 
three families of his relatives, and 
where he could be near Cornell, in 
which he held a non-resident profes- 
rahe.

OPPOSED BOER WAR. 


His opposition’ to the Boer war, so 
he said at a meeting of the Canadian 
Press Association, cost The Weekly 
Sun half of its circulation. He reé- 


garded the, Boer war as an unjustifi- 


able attack on the indépendence of 
the Boer republic based upon an un- 
tenable claim of suzerainty. He avow- 
ed his convictions without’ flinching 
through all the excitement of. the war. 

Many years ago a proposal to con- 
fer an honorary degree of Toronto 
University on Goldwin Smith was de- 
feated because of prejudice against 


his “continental” opinions. He shrug- | 


ged his shoulders and said he suppos- 
ed he would have to be satisfied with 
his Oxford degree. He lived to get 
the honorary degree from Toronto and 
also to be chairman of the university 


commission, which modelled the pres- | 


ent constitution of the university, a 
task for which he was espécially 
qualified because of the experience he 
had sixty years ago on the Oxford 
University Commission, appointed by 
Lord John Russell. 

In 1870, while Mr. Smith was still 
actively engaged at Cornell, Benja- 
min Disraeli’s novel -‘‘Lothair’. was 
given to the world. ‘“Lothair’’ was 
supposed to be the Marquis of Bute, 
who in 1868 was admitted into the 
Catholic Church by Monsignor Capel 
“Catesby” of the novel, and died in 
1900. It is not every man that has 
had the fortune or the misfortune to 
be immortalized in a novel. It is cer- 
tainly unfortunate that Goldwin 
Smith should be handed down to poe, 
terity in “Lothair’’ as the ‘Oxford 
Professor,’’ whose character was en- 
tirely unlike that of the ‘Sage of the 
Grange,” as we knew him in Canada. 


WANTED “COMMERCIAL UNION.” 
The attitude of Mr. Goiawin Smith 
towards Canada and the destiny of 
Canada was often the subject of an- 
gry debates: It was an attitude not 
easily defined. His opponents said he 
favored annexation. This he denied. 
In effect his view .was—so far as it 
can be described in ‘effect—that the 
ultimate destiny of Canada was ab- 
sorption with the American Union. 
How far this can be differentiated 
from ‘‘annexation’’ is a point of cas- 
ape-not ‘catledurto | eto 

mine. Commercial union with the 
United States would not, he thought, 
lead to annexation, if the national 
feeling of the.country was sound, But 
his main principle was stated when 
he wrote (‘Canada and the Canadian 
Question,” page 261) “‘A grand idea 
may be at the same time practical. 
The idea of a United: Continent of 
North America securing free trade 
and intercourse over a vast area with 
external safety and internal peace, is 
no less practical than grand.’’ Never 
‘practical’ at any time, this idea has 
become= more impracticable in the 
course of years. t is not necessary 
to use the language of controversy 
about it now. ut, in mitigation of 
his unpopularity on this question, it 
may be pointed out that his idea was 
by no means held alone. It was the 
1 of nearly all the official men of 
the colonial office for half a century.

ALBERTA TEACHERS 


The Provincial Normal school 
of New Brunswick this year 
graduated one of the’ largest 
classes in its history and the St. 
— Joh Standard: bewnils the facet 
that a large number of the tea- 
chers will never practice their 
chosen profession in the east, It 
says some will leave for. the 
west at once and others will as 
soon as they make a little money 
teaching down here. , 


The Standard indirectly 
blames the west and expresses 
the opinion that we should feel 
grateful to thése for supplying 
the prairie country with tea- 
chers. It goes on: “We are not 
only sparing them men and 
women that we need at home, 
but we are preparing them at 
provincial expense for educa- 
tional work in new provinces.” 


Lest budding pedagogues 
from the effete east should 
imagine that going thr ough the 
New Brunswick normal entitles 
them to teach in this province 
normal graduates from any pro- 
vince in Canada, with the’ ex- 
ception of Ontario and Saskat- 
chewan, are notallowed to teach 
in this province without taking 
normal training here. 'Tempor- 
ary permits are issued, but at 
the next normal session they 
must be enrolled and show effi- 
ciency according to our stand- 
ard, 

The Herald does not wish to 
ge on record as an advocate of 
a provincial standard for teach- 
ing or any other profession. 
The simplest, way would be for 
the provinces of the dominion 
to get together and fix a stand- 
ard. This would apply to teach- 
ing. as well as the legal profes- 
sion and medicine.

‘He Declares That the District Around 
Hudson Bay Will Prove te Contain 
Great Areas of Valuable Minerals 
—Mining Has Tripled In the Past 
Two Years and Will Continue to 
Develop. 


“The mineral industry of Canada 
stands second in order of the indus- 
tries based on natural resources. The 
Output of this country is at the rate 
of $12.50 per head of the population,” 
aid Professor Willett G. Miller at an 
Empire Club luncheon recently in 
Toronto. 

*There is three times,as much now 
as there was ten years ago,’” he stat- 
ed, Of the four basic industries of 
the country, agriculture, forestry, 
fisheries, and the mineral industry, 
agriculture stands at. the top. Next 
comes the mineral industty, which is 
equal,’ said Professor Miller; ‘to 
forestry and fisheries combined. Then 
comes forestry, and last of all, fish- 
eries, 

“Although Canada has a compara-

tively small population, the mining 
output is unique in that we lead the 
world in the production of nickel, 
‘cobalt, asbestos, and several other 
‘mineral products. 

“In the United States the minerals | 
and mineral products are responsible 
for 65 per cent. of the freight carried 
by the railways. The output is con- 
sidered to be $25 per head of the 
population. 

“Of the 3,750,000 square miles of | 
Canada about one-third is valuable 
for no other purpose than tKe pro-
